Wasnincron, January 5.—[Special.|—The 
force bill met with a decidedly unexpected 
accident this afternoon, and was fatally in- 
jured. 

There is no hope of its recovery entertained 
by either its friends or foes, and the chances 
are that no efforts will be made to resusicate it. 

The fatal accident to Hoar’s habby was 
caused by his extra effort to pass it. He was, 
indeed, caughtin bis cwn trap. On Saturday 
he and Edmunds telegraphed to all the absent 
republican senators to be here today, in order 
to aid in bringing the elections bill to a vote. 
One of the most urgent telegrams was sent to 
Senator Jones, of NeYada, who was in New 
York. 

AND JONES CAME IN. 

Senator Jones came. He reached here early 
this morning. The first men he met in the 
senate was his colleagues, Senators Stewart, 
Walcott and Teller? The three immediately 
commenced discussing the chances of free 
coinage in the near future. Teller expressed 
the opinion that Hoar, Sherman and others 
were using the force bill to head off free coin- 
age, and that if they were allowed to proceed 
in the way they had been going much longer, 
there would be no financial legislature this 
session. Senators Jones, Walcott and Stewart 
agreed that Teller was correct. 

“We will end this today,’’ said Senator 
Jones, “if you gentlemen will consent.” 

Then Senator Jones mapped out his pro- 
gramme. It was toantagonize the force bill with 
the financial bill, when Hoar ealled up the 
former. Jones believed the silver men couid 
win. The other tlirée senators agreed. The 
four senators were in the rear of the chamber 
when this scheme was concocted. Walcott 
agreed to notify Senator Gorman, the demo 
cratic leader, of what was to be done, and in- 
structed lim to have his forees ready. Jones, 
TeHer and Stewart wére to work on the west- 
ern republicans and get assistance. The 
scheme was worked so quietiygtaat no one on 
the outside had the faintest idea of what was 
yoing ot. Hoar, Sherman, Edmunds, Spooner 
and the cther force biil senators were densely 
ignorant of the proposed republican rebellion. 

HOW HOAR WAS TAKEN IN, 

Indeed, Hoar seemed particularly happy. 
He had just had Mr. McConnell, the second 
new senator from Idaho, sworn in, and was 
congratulating himself that the republicans 
now had fourteen majority. He was also 
counting on the caucus called for tonight 
adopting lis plan for passing the force bill. 
Granny Hoar’s face was, indeed, radiant with 
smiles. He was happy. At last the trivial 
matters that occupy the first hour of the 
senate every day were concluded. Vice Presi- 
dent Morton had gone down to lunch, and 
Senator Harris, of Tennessee, was in the 
chair. It was after 2 o’clock, and as the vote 
on a local bill was announced, Senator Hoar 
called up the elections bili, as is the usual 
daily custom. He yielded the door to Senator 
George, of Mississippi, to conclude his speech, 
commenced last week, in defense of the new 
constitution of Mississippi.

The Silver Bill Read. 

Che silver bill having been taken up, it was 
read by the clerk, and Mr. Stewart moved to 
amend it by adding the following: 

rhat any owner of silver bullion, not too base 
for operations of the mint may deposit the same 
in amounts of value of not less that $100 at any 
nine of the United Siates to be formed into stind- 
ard dollars or bars, for his benefit and without 
charge; and that at said owner's option he may 
NOSES therefor an equivalent of such standard 
dollars in treasury notes of the same form and de- 
ser: ption, and having the same legal qualities as 
holes provided for-by the act approved July 14 
18:0, entitled, “An act directing the purchase o 
Silver bullion and the issue of treasury notes 
thereon, and for other purposes.” And all such 
treasury notes issued under the provisions of this 
act shall be legal tender for their nominal amount 
In payinent of all debts, public and »rivate, and 
shall be receivable for customs taxes and all pub- 
lic dues, and when so received may be reissued in 
the same manner and to the same extent as other 
tréasury notes. 
Mr. Stewart argued in support of the amend- 
ment. Hisamendment, he said, would re- 
monetize silver and place it back where it had 
been before it was excluded from the mints of 
the United States aud Europe. 

TAPEWORM JOHN IS ANNOYED. 

Mr. Sherman said that the sudden and un- 
expected change of scene and the introduction 
ofa new topic of debate, should not allow the 
revolutionary measure now proposed (by Mr. 
Stewart’s amendment) to pass Without the 
serious and sober attention of every senator. 
The fact that there had been an unexpected 
defection in the republican party would relieve 
the minority of this body from its responsibility 
if it supported that measure. He appealed to 
the sober sense of responsibility on the demo- 
cratic side of the chamber against a measure 
which he regarded as revolutionary and 
dangerous, and the effect of which (if it should 
become a law) would be more destructive than 
that of any measure that had been proposed 
for years. 
Messrs. Stewart and Reagan replied to Mr. 
and Mr. Reagan advocated the 
adoption of Mr. Stewart’s amendment. He 
trusted that the senate would provide for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
At the close of Mr. Reagan’s remarks Mr, 
Teller obtained the floor, and the senaic ad- 
journed until tomorrow at 10 o’clock a. m. 

, THE SILVER BILY IS UP. 
The silver bill, however, cannot be displaced, 
as today’s vote demonstrated a majority of the

Thus the force bill isa dead issue until the 
silver bill is disposed of, and that will not be 
in less than perhaps twenty days. Then the 
appropriation bills will have piled up in such 
numbers. before the senate that they 
will consume all the time remaining 
before the 4th of March. Hoar re- 
fused to see any newspaper men _ this 
afternoon or tonight.,. 
however, severely criticised the western sena- 
tors, but said he had no doubt but that it 
meant the death of the election bill. Ie did 
not believe it would be considered again in 
the senate. Such admission from Senator 
Edmunds means that he believes the force 
bill to be dead beyond resurrection, It is, 
however, not probable that the president and 
Granny Hoar will abandon hope. 

The bill will probably be heard from later, 
but it can hardly cut very much of a figure. 

The republican caucus tonight decided that 
the financial bill should be pushed to a vote by 
next Thursday. 

The Chance of the Silver Bill. 

A republican senator who favors free coin- 
age said tonight that he felt quite confident 
after, perhaps twoor three weeks’ debate, fa 
free coinage amendment to the financial Dill 
would be adopted. He believed nearly two- 
thirds of the senate favored a free coinage 
bill. 

Senator Ingalls came into the senate cham- 
ber just after the financial bill had been taken 
up today. He was surprised, but said he 
would not vote to lay it aside. He will vote 
for free coinage.

‘Let them be handed to the clerk and 
printed.’’ The council coneurred with Mr. 
Meador. 

“*T have here,’’ said Mr. Hendrix, ‘‘a reso- 
lution.” 

Resolved, That the thanks of the general couf- 
cil are due andare hereby tendered to Hon. H. 
G. Hutchison, mayor pro tem. for the faithful, 
capable and impartial mannerin which he hes 
presided over the meetings of the general council 
and discharged the other duties of mayor pro tem. 

“I suggest,”’ said Mr. Haas, “‘that the vote 
on that be taken by the members rising.’’

Mr. Hendrix introduced aresolution fixing the 
salary of T. J. Malone, tax assessor, at $1,400,from 
July, 1890, and passing up a check of $100 in Mr. 
Malone’s favor, to cover the increase in salary from 
July to December. This was adopted. 

Mr. MeLendon’s ordinance probibiting the erec- 
tion of any signboard over any sidewalk or street 
was adopted. 

Mr. Howell introduced a resolution authorizing 
Clerk Woodward to have printed all the annual re- 
ports of the different committees for the year 
1890, at a cost not exceeding $509. 

The reports ofthe park commission and park 
committee and Mr. Herring’s report on the water 
question will also be published.

THE PARK COMMISSION, 

The park commission presented its eighth an- 
nual report. The paper was full of interesting 
facts, showing the additions to the park during 
the year, and giving alist of the animals now in 
the zoo.

THE STREETS COMMITTEE. 

Mr, McLendon, chairman of the street commit- 
tee, sulimitted a report for the year 18%. The re- 
port made reference to the annual report of the 
city engineer. 1t showed 14 27-100 miles of curb- 
ing and sidewalks laid at a cost of $45,520.40; 4 8-10 
miles of granite block, rubble and telford pave- 
ment at a cost of $149,254.74, making a total ex- 
penditure far street pavements and sidewalks for 
the yeur-of $194,775.14. That is an increase 
over last year’s . work of about 5 
percent. There has been expended for opening 
and widening streets $20,474, the greater portion 
of which was paid for widening Wheat, between 
Peachtree aad Pryor, and opening Loyd street 
from Fair street to Crumley street. The import- 
ance of this will be demonstrated by increased 
assessinents which willsoon be sufficient to pay 
the expense. 

The expenditure for streets ordinary amounts 
to $58,900.11. Under this head is included ail 
work of grading streets and sidewalks, repairs to 
improved streets, the construction of culverts 
and bridges, expenses of chaingang and 80 forth. 

THE NEALTH BOARD. 

The board of health submitted a report covering 
page after page of legal cap. It wasa complete 
history ofthe sanitary condition of the city and 
a therough resume of the work done uring 
the past year. 

CHIEF OF POLICE. 

Captain A. B. Connolly, chief of police, handed 
in areport covering completely aud accurately 
the work of the departmentior '91. Itshowed 
the total arrests to be 12,837, of which 1,448 were 
for State offenses and 11.389 for violation of city 
laws. Of the city cases 7,853 were fined, 3,005 were 
dismissed and 445 were continued, ‘The fines im- 
posed by the’ recorder was $46,416.90. Of this 
amount there wes collected $24,028,30; remitted, 
$1,386.45; certieraried, $1,631; uncollected, 
$1,200.50, escaped from stockade, $346.50; worked 
out on the street, $16,924.15.#The ainount of money 
collécted from the various sources and turned 
over to the city treasury’ was $25,745.78. The 
report Bhowed that 5,22) white males, 280 white 
feinales, 5,521 colored males and 1,715 colored fe- 
niales were arrested during the year, The total 
police force was shown to be 118 men. The report 
closed with a compliment to the department for 
its faithful work. 

THE RULIEF COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Middlebrooks, chairman, presented a re- 
port, showing $8,700as the amount expended. 
The report referred in complimentary terms to 
the wdrk of Warden Hunter, and referred with 
pride to the building of the Grady hospital. 

THE TAX COMMITTER.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

Mr. Howell, chairiman, presented an annual re- 
port covering the work. lit referred to the con- 
templated sale ef the stockade farm, and de- 
manded a new police station in«the strongest 
terms. Anh appeal fora new stockade, too, was 
made, 

THE SANITARY COMMITTRE. 

Mr. Reinhardt, chairman, handed in 4 report of 
the work done by the committee during 
the year. lé declared that the ap- 
propriation for °90 was entirely too small 
and that some parts of the city had been entirely 
neglected. It asserted that the demands for the 
departinen®? are constantly increasing. The 
amount set aside tor the year was $53,000, Lut 
will have to be increased this year at least one- 
third to mect the urgent demands. It declares 
that garbage and night soil must have a cheaper

way to be disposed of, and recommened the cre- 
mation system. 

The report recommends the abolition of the sani- 
tary tax and a law requiring connection 
sewers: that all paved streets and sidewalks be 
kept well swept,and that alleys be kept free 
from filth and trash. lt declares that sidewalks 
are not the place to exhibit for sale meats, poultry 
and vegetables, and recommends that the custom 
be obliterated. It recommends the early com- 
pletion of the trunk and lateral sewers. 

THE MARKET COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Hendrix, chairman, stated that, after re- 
peated conferences and thorough investigation, 
his committee had found it impracticable to build 
two markets, which were once deemed necessary. 
The financial condition of the city would not allow 
the expenditure of the amount required 
in the building. The committee reccommended 
the adoption of such ordinances as will 
cause a rigid system of inspection to be put in 
operation of all meat, fish and vegetable stores or 
Stalls. 

THE CONTESTED CLAIMS COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Hulsey, chairman of the claims committee, 
presented a lengthy and interesting report of the 
work done during the year. It gave a synopsis of 
each case settied, how settled and the amount 
paid out. During the year, the, report 
said, the suits against: the city agrregated 
$224,300 and have been disposed of by verdicts and 
settlements. The amount paid out for verdicts 
was $8,063.74. This 
loes not include $1,130 court costs, stenographer’s 
ills or witnesa fees. Of the cases tried before 
uries the whole recoveries were $2,863.74, and the 
mount paid by consent verdicts was $5,200. The 
eport then gives in detail all the litigation of the 
ity, and goes into <detail as to the water bond 
ase in the supreme court. 

THE PUBLIC WORKS. 

Mr. Mahoney, commissioner of the public works, 
resented a long report. It showed the appro- 
riation to streets ordinary to be for the year 
‘50,000; of that amount $49,663.41 were expended, 
eaving a balance of $351.59. For grading 
jidewalks $9,324.70 were spent; for open- 
ng and widening streets, $26,474; for. sewers, 


ng and sidewalks, $52,030.59. The report then 
roes into detail showing where all the work of 
every kind was done. ‘The report shows every- 
thing raised at the stockade farm and shows that 
the tarm, after paying all expenses, feeding 
prisoners, etc., gave a net profit of $508.06. The 
condition of the farm and prison is then dis- 
cussed. 
. THE FIRE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Hirsch, chairman ofthe fire departma 
cominittee, showed that $65,500 had been appr 
priated for 1890, and that the expenditures ba 
anced it. Thereport gave a detailed account o 
building permits, and complimented the depart 
ment for the work done. The committee recom 
mended the boardof fire masters of 1891 to insu 
the lirciuen, as was the case in 18990.

The council chamber was crowded when 
Mayor Pro Tem. Hutchison called the general 
council of 1890 to order at 7 :30 o’clock.: 

‘“‘The members-elect will come within the 
circle,” said the mayor pro tem., as the sound 
of his gavel died away. 

“The clerk will please call the roll,” he 
continued. 

Clerk Woodward called the roll of the gen- 
eral council of *90 for the last time. Every 
member was present except Mr. Hirsch, of 
the first ward; Mr. McLendon, of the fourth 
ward, and Mr. Inman, of the sixth. 

Mayor Glenn ascended the stand and took a 
seat by Mayor Pro Tem. Hutchison as the 
roll call was in progress. At the completion 
of the roll call the mayor pro tem. said: 

“We have with us tonight Mayor Glenn, 
who is soon to retire from office. Than Mayor 
Glenn, Atlanta has never hada more faithful 
servant. He will now talk to you.” 

MAYOR GLENN’S VALEDICTORY. 

Mayor Glenn arose with a roll -of paper in 
his hand, and, unroiling it, began reading his 


valedictory.

Standing here tonight I 
will not be accused of vanity or vain glory im 
claiming that she has not been injured by it. 

A careful review of the work done in the differ- 
ent departments and of the results accomplished 
for the past two years will compare favorably with 
any in her history, and presents most gratifying 
evidences of progress and prosperity. For de- 
tails and particulars the reports of the various de- 
partments may be consulted. 

Let me call attention to some of the results of 
the work which you and I have done in the past 
two years. The credit of the city has been so 
firmiy established that we were able to sell her 4 
per cent bonds at par without paying commission, 
which had never been done before in a southern 
city. During the past two years we have built 
over twelve and a haif miles of sewers at a cost of 
$166,179.67, which does not suffer by comparison 
with similiar work of former years, only three and 
a half miles being built in 1887 and1 and not 
quite three miles 1885 and 1886. We laid ten and 
a fourth miles of belgian block pavement in 1889 
ani 1890, at < cost o F004 3, as against eight 

“ard One-fiftiniofiies tn 1887 atid- 1888, and four 2nd 
a half miles in 1885 and 1886. 

We laid twenty-two and one-half miles of side- 
walks, at a cost of $70,293.46, as against twenty and 
a half milesjin 1887 and 1888 and twelve and a half 
miles in 1885 and 1886. 

This work was done under the supervision of R. 
M. Clayton, the city engineer, whose character for 
ability and inflexible honesty is a guarantee that 
it was faithfully done according to contract. A 
large amount of work has been donein the street 
departnient proper, under the supervision of the 
commissioner @f streets, M. Mahoney, who is a 
good and faithful official of the city, and who de- 
serves credit for the manner in which he has 
managed that most annoying of all the depart- 
ine nts. 

We laid one-third more water pipes than were 
laid in any previous two years. 

During 1890, 928 houses were erected in the city, 
at an average cost of 83,500 each. Thisis a much 
larger numer than was erected last year, and the 
number last year was unprecedented in our 
history. Nine hundred and twenty-eight houses, 
costipg onan average of $3,500 each, would alone 
make a larger city than many of those which,a 
few years ago, were Claiming to be rivals of At- 
lanta. 

We have provided the money, purchased the lot, 
and commenced the erection of the Grady 
hospital, which will fill a long-felt wantin this 
city, and will be the handsomest hospital in the 


| south. 


The police department has been improved. The 
number of the force was enlarged and its effi- 
ciency increased. Of course it is not perfect and 
never will be. The duties devolving on that de- 
partment in the protection of life, limb, and prop- 
erty,and in dealing with the lawless classes of 
society make it extremely important that it 
should be made as proficient as possible. The es- 
tablishment of the signal system will be of bene- 
fit and will render the work of the department 
more successful. I think that the present station 
house should be sold and with the proceeds more 
rround and a better building be secured. The 
fouse and grounds are too small; the property 
has become #0 valuable that it would sell for an 
amount sufficient to procure suitable buildings 
and grounds. 

A new engine house was built anda new fire 
company organized and added to the fire depart- 
ment during the year. This was made necessary 
by the increase of our population and the ex- 
tention of our limits. The organization and the 
efficiency of this department have always com- 
manded the confidence of our people and there is 
no reason now for less confidence. While the 
chief is genial and pleasant and Son mild 
and yielding in his character, yet in fact, he is 
made of the sternest stuff and commands his de- 
partment with ability and the strictest discipline. 
His report shows remarkable success in control- 
ing fires, and the percent of loss by fire is -so 
small that the rate of fire insurance should be 
materially reduced. 

The report of the city attorney shows, as usual, 
a successful year in the management of the city’s 
litigation. The number of cases against the city 
has been fearfully increasing of late years, anal 
can see but one remedy to check the increase. A 
law should be passed requiring all plaintilfs to 
serve a written demand upon the city at least 
twenty days before the suit can be commenced. 
The city is a part of the public government, and is 
entitied to have this notice before being subject 
to suit. It would give the city time to settle bona- 
fide claims, would expose in their very inception 
traudulent claims, and would prevent the com- 
mencement of many of the trifling suits which 
now crowd the dockets of the courts and impede 
the trial of meritorious causes. At your request, 
i have no doubt the legislature wouid pass sucha 
law. That the city is aiways.ready to make fair 
settlements of just claims, and that this has been

The report of the arcomplished superintendent 
of public schools, made through une board ef edu- 
cation, is a& very interesting document 
and shows the eratifving snecess 0 
our school system during the past year. 
New schoolhouses are added each vear, and 
several more are now needed and should be fur- 
nished. Every chiid must have a seat in the 
schools, and new buiidines should be erected as 
the demand for seats increase. 

The stnooth and orderly working of the different 
departments connected with the collection and 
Gisbursement of the eity’s money, demonstrates 
tie necessity Of the city comptrelier’s office and 
fully justifies its creation by your body. Never in 
the history of'Atianta has her money been eol- 
lected and paid into the city treasury so promptly 
and with so little frietion as during the past year. 
Aliot ber obligations were met at maturity, and 
many of them anticipated, and a comfortable bal- 
ance stood daily to her credit m the bank. The 
city Charter having allowed it, it has been the eus- 
tom for years for the city te borrow 
£75,009 im the early spring, to be repaid 
in December, on which interest is id 
for eight or nine months. The past year we | 
rowed only $30,000, and retained it only. three 
months, and I have no doubt that during the pres- 
ent year it will be unnecessary to borrow any 
amount. This result is produced by re uiring 
every dollar of the public money to be paid to the 
treasurer the day it is collected. The sateguards 
thrown around ali collections of the city’s money 
have forced all of it 
city treasury from which it can be drawn only by 
vouchers properly approved and audited. I must 
commend the present incumbent of that office for 
the able manner in which that department was 
organized and has been conducted by him. 

Every department of the city government is in 
& satisiactory condition except that of the water- 
works, and this is due alone to the quality and in- 
adequacy of the supply. he  depart- 
ment has been admirably managed 
by the .superintendent and other ° officers 
who have charge of it. From the day of my in- 
auguration I have been urging new works. The 
people voted the bonds to pay for them. Bids 
were received for the material, and the work would 
now have been in progress if you had not inter- 
posed obstacles. Ihave never understood the real 
grounds of objection, and have been unable to ap- 
preciate the force of the arguments used against 
the new works. There may be good reasons, but 
they have never been brought to my attention. In 
order to aid the city in every possible way in se- 
curing good water from the best stream, and at 
the lowest price, I requested you to give me the 
authority ® appoint a commission of citizens to 
act with your committee on waterworks, and the 
board of water commissioners in selecting the 
Stream, acopting the plangand making the con- 
tracts. During last year I appointed the follow- 
ing gentlemen : George Hillyer, L. P. Grant, Jacob 
Elsas, George Winship, J. R. Wylie, John R. 
Gramiing and Dr. A. W. Calhoun. Subse- 
quently, Mr. Winship was elected on the board 
of water commissioners, and I appointed in his 
place, Mr. Hemphill, the mayor-elect, and on the 
death of Mr. Gramling I appointed H. H. Cabi- 
ness in his place and added Joel Hurt tothe com- 
mittee. These gentlemen had no interest in the 
matter other than that of citizens of Atlanta and 
they have given the city, without charge, a great 
deal of valuable time. They understand the sub- 
ject thoroughly and with the committee on water- 
works and the water commissioners were unan- 
imous in recommending that the city obtain her 
water supply fromthe Chattahoochee. river and 
that it should be done at onee, These gentlemen 
took partin the publication of bids for the ma- 
terials to be used in the new works and contracted 
forthe pipe and other materials subject te your 
approval, which wasenever given. Let me urge 
that the new general council continue in existence 
this commission of citizens. The people: will be 
satisfied with any scheme, contract, or conclusion, 
which meets their approval. 

In leaving the service of the city I urge my suc- 
cessor and the general council to provide at 
once for a larger and a _ 0»better — 
of water. For $600,000 works can be secured w aA 
will pump 10,000,000 gallons of Chattahoochee 
water into the city each day, and when the demand 
increases, by an additional expense for an engine 
of not over $50,000, 5,000,000 to 10,000,000 more 
gallons can be added—the pipes havi the 
capacity of 25,000,000 galions per , and all that 
is necessary being the addition of more engines 
to ey asthe demand increases. The interest 
on the bonds would be $24,000 per annum, while 
the increase in the income of the city from the 
sale of the water would be nearly double that 


amount. Outside, of re, 
water, the new works err profi n 
vestment. Under the present assessment of 
property. the city will have the right under the 
constitution of the state to issue bonds, 

afraid that if they are not 

used to build new waterworks, they 
will be applied to some other purpese—for @ 
city hall, or for a park, or other si enterprises 
which are not so necessary as water. It would be 
unnatural and certainly unusual for a progressive 
city like Atlanta to have the right to fesus bonds 
and not issue them. The temptation to spend 
that much money would be too great, and the ob- 
jects for which it could be expended too numerous 
to be resisted by the city authorities, and it is best 
to put them now into a good investment like these 
waterworks would be. A movement has been 
started to turn Poole’s branch intothe present 
reservoir. I cannot believe that the people of At- 
lanta, though patient and long-suffering, will 
submit for any length of time to be forced toe 
drink the drainage of East Point and rey oe 
besides oilmills, guano factories, and other 
institutions located on the watershed of that 
branch. It will cost not less than $200,000 to pur- 
chase the property from Poole, to lay a new main 
from the present reservoir into the city, and to pay 
the damages which the farmers and mill owners, 
who have the right to the water of Poole’s branch, 
would sustain by the city’s taking it, and thig 
would be paying for a temporary and 

relief an amount equal to one-third of what the 
new waterworks would cost. Is this wise? And 
still greater injury tothe people of Atlanta may 
arise from a longer delay in building the new 
waterworks. A sudden emergency may, and 
probably will, come upon us in the failure of the 
water supply or the present supply being de- 
nounced as unfit for use by the board of health, 
which would tend to excite and unbalance the 
public judgment to such an extent thata ge 
company would possibly step forward, the 
tide of excitement at its flood, and, being pre- 
pared to build the works at once, would gee pos- 
session and thus fasten a grip upon the water 
supply of the people which could not be loosened 
for a generation, and then only by the pay- 
ment of an enormous sum of money. [ 
cannot believe that the people will ever 
submit to this fate. A fgrmer attempt to sell 
their waterworks toa prifate company was més 
with an indignation meéting, and possibly the 
people have not forgotten the efficacy of that 
remedy to correct threatened wrongs to their 
interests. Who would give toany man or com- 
pany a monopoly of the air we breathe? Water ig 
about as necessary, and was intended by the Cre< 
ator to be as free. 

As you are aware, the government of this city ig 
lodged, to a comsiderable extent, inthe hands of 
the boards controlling thé different departments— 
the school board, the police board, the heaith 
board, the fire department board, and 
Membership on these boards is a responsible and 
important position, and should be conferred only 
upon those who are competent to dise 
duties, and whose motive in seeking the 
is to render faithful service to the public. Na 
man shduld be elected to any board 
simply a8 @& compliment, or to serve 
the ends of others, or to build up im- 
fluence for those who may be looking for future

fiar' places of public trust, and the general coun- 
cil should look alone to the interests of the city in 
the selection of those who are to fill them. 

My official position for the past two years has 
thrown me in contact with large numbers of 
strangers who have visited the city—some for 
pleasure, some on t and many with the 
view of making their homes in obr midst. In 
mecting them and talking with them and carry- 
ing them over thecity, IT found that they wers 
more lmpressed with our well-paved streets than 
any thingetse. We have undoubtedly the best

‘that the property shall be assessed at its cash 
market value.

POLICE STATION. 

The present police station should be sold, anda 
new one estaviished that will give all the room 
and accommodation required. It may be best to 
consider the propriety of having two stations, one 
on each side. The city is growing, and many con- 
sider two necessary now. 

EQUALIZATION OF TAXES. 

Iam informed, by one who ought to know, that 
personal property does not bear its just propor- 
tion of taxation as compared with real estate. Our 
tax assessors should give particular attention to 
this and see that proper returns are made of per- 
sonal property. There should be an equalization 
of taxes. The humble home in the outskirts 
should not be made to pay more in proportion 
than valuable central property. 

NUMBERING OF HOUSES AND NAMING OF STREETS. 

There is much confusion in our city about the 
naines of some of the streets and the a 
of the houses. Some of the streets are duplicates 
in their names,and many houses have the same 
number, and many have no number atall. Some 
good plan should be devised and put into execu- 
tion at once to remedy all of these defects. 

The efticiency of our fire and police departments 
should be kept up to the present high standard. 

THE CEMETERY. : 

In regard tothe cemetery the officers of West- 
view cemetery declare it is their purpose to 
furnish burial lots at reasonable prices, and that 
they are willing that a committee from this body 
should investigate their plans and prices. Another 
company has been formed and the land pur- 
chased to establish a cemetery near the city. 50, 
between these two cemeteries, our citizens may 
expect reasonable prices to be charged for places 
to bury their dead; but if no general satisfactory 
arrangement can be made, I will then recommend 
thatthe city own and controianew cemetery. 
And | would suggest that this council at once 
take steps to perfect arrangements with these 
companies to insure forever reasonable rates for 
burial lots to people of moderate means. 

NEW RAILROADS. ; 

In the next two years severa! new railroads will 
enter the city. These roads will require terminal 
facilities. We should encourage and aid tiem all 
we can in acquiring proper terminal facilities. 

ANNEXING WEST END. 

The question of annexing West End to At- 
lanta should be considered by this council. I be- 
lieve that it would be to the advancage of both for 
this to be consummated. I[ am sure that some 
mutual plan can be agreed upon that will be ac- 
ceptable to both. West End needs her powertul 
and wealthy neighbor to give her those advantages 
and opportunities that she cannot obtain of her- 
solf. Atlanta wants her bright and sprightly 
suburb for another jewel in her crown. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

There was spentin this departinent last year 
over $45,000. This isan immense sum Of gmoney 
(and it is increasing yearly) tospend annually for 
lighting the city. I have lately been investigating 
the cost of electric plants, and I am satisfied that 
one can be established at a cost of about $125,000. 
it will require about $20,000 to maintain and run 


| this plant, leaving to the city the handsome saving 
| annually of $25,000, which will pay for it ina few

MAYOR HEMPHILL’S ADDRESS. 

Mayor liempnhill then arose, saying : 

Gentlemen of the General Council: I do not pro- 

ose to instruct you as to what is your duty, for I 

lieve there is not one of you who does not fully 
understand his duty, and nothing moves you but 
zm determination to periorm whatever is required 
ot you. 

The resources of this city are great,the income 
being» nearly a million and a half of dollars. 
Our citizens do not object to -paying 
this immense sum, _ provided you prove 
t6 them that it is economically and ju- 
diciously spent for the good of our city. They do 
not expect it to be wasted in extravagant salaries, 
useless or temporary work. Whatever is done 
should be done well. I am Satisfied that thou- 
sands of dollars have been wasted in temporary 
* g§mprovements, and when I say this I do not mean 
to retiect upon our superintendent of public 
works. Weshouldseetoit that when a street 
is improved or a culvert built, it is done 
with skill and with a view to permanency, so that 
neither travel nor flood can unfix the work. It is 
gratifying to state that I believe a sufficient sum 
can be raised for the revenues of the city without 
materially increasing the valuation of arsess- 
ments over last year. 

It is fortunate that we come into the government 
atsuch an auspicious time. Atlanta was never more 
flourishing than now. The people are prosperous 
and happy. While the gaunt specter of a panic 
has been threatening the most of the large cities 
in this country, Atianta has gone on placid and 
‘gerene, with plenty of funds in her banks and no 
Jack of confidence among her merchants. We 
have had no failure to disturb our business hori- 
zon, no dishonest officials to shake the con- 
fidence of those who put them in office. Real 
estate was never as high asit is now. There was 
never as much building. Go anywhere you will 
in the limits of our wonderful city, and you have 
nothing but evidence of prosperity, and happi- 
ness. The administration that has just closed 
has set an example worthy of our emulation. We 
ought not to have any séctional issues or 
jealousies in.our city. A citizen on the north side 
ought to be as proud of the south side as he who 
lives on that side, and vice versa. The improve- 
ment and grandeur of Atlanta as a whole should 
- be the ambition of every citizen in it. I firmly 
believe that in a few years we are going to havea 
large city—one double the population of the pres- 
ent. It then behooves us as wise legislators; to 
prepare for the great increase. 

I will call your attention to a few important 
matters, and lhope you will at once inaugurate 
plans to give our city what is 80 greatly needed. 

WATERWORKS. 

I belicve thatitis conceded that our greatest 
need is water—water that is pure and in full sup- 
ply, and as one of our citizens expresses it, ‘water 
that we can enjoy without fear, and use without 
stiut.”” The people demand this, and nothing else 
will do. Our supply must come from flowing 
streams and not from ponds. Measures must be 
inaugurated at once that will secure what we need. 
We do not expect to finish it during one adminis- 
tration, but we do expect that plans will be per- 
fected and the preliminary steps taken to give our 
city all the water necessary tor years to come. 

SEWERS. 

The main trunk sewers of this city should be 
continued to or beyond the corporate limits, so as 
to protect our people trom contagious and malig- 
nant diseases, 

To unitize our city, every part should be in easy 
communication. This can be done by the build- 
ing of bridges, and the opening and paving 
of streets and the construction of sidewalks. 

FORSYTH STRELT BRIDGE. 

Forsyth street bridge should be built atonce. I 
believe it is the duty of the county to pay a por- 
tion of the cost of this bridge. Atlanta pays 
about 90-100 of the tax of the county, and it is 
nothing but right that the county should help on 
some of these improvements, especially an: im- 
portant one as this bridge is to the whole county. 

_ WEST ALABAMA STREET 
should be opened so as to bring the western por- 
tion of our city in communication With the busi- 
ness center. 
NORTH ATLANTA PARK. 

North Atlanta is entitled to a. park, one that 
will be‘a pride to Atlanta and one that her citizens 
can enjoy and get the ful! benetit of. 

Grant park should be made more accessible by 
Streets or avenues free from dummies and street 
cars. 

NIGHT SCHOOLS. 

Our public schools have never been as full or 
prosperous as now, but there are those who are 
entitied to the full benefits of the schools who ure 

revented from enjoying thein by reason of their 

aving to work for their daily bread during the 
resent school hours. You ought to provide means 
or the boardof education to establish night 
schools forthe benefit of all who cannot attend 
during the day. I want to emphasize this, and to 
md that you can do nothing better than to estab- 
night schools. 
THE CITY OFFICIALS. 

The officials of this city should understand that 
the offices are not created for their special bene- 
fit, or that, once in office, they have nothing else 
to do but to perpetuate themselves and friends 
in office. This city is entitled to ail of the time 
and the best service of those inofiice. This gov- 
ernment should not be fora favored few, but all 
are entitled to share its benefits. 

MANUFACTURERS, 
- Manufacturers should be encouraged to come to 
our city and establish themselves. Atlanta is one 
‘ofthe best distributing points inthe south, and 
j am satisfied thata little encouragement would 
bring men of brains and means within our 
borders t» manufacture what is needed in this 
broad land of ours. 
LIQUOR AND BEER BUSINESS. 

The liquor and beer business should be con- 

fined to portions of the city, where

business measure for the city toown and control 
its own electric plant. 
_ BELGIAN BLOCK PAVING. 

I believé it is the general sentiment of our citi- 
zens that we hold up a little on belgian block pav- 
ing. The centrai or business portion is now well 
paved, beiter than any city in the south. Seme of 
the usual appropriations for paving should go to 
other important branches that have been some- 
what neglected. ILdoubt the policy of paving 
some of the outside streets unless the petition is 
unanimously sigaed or nearly so. 

CONCLUSION, 

Now, gentlemen, let us take hold of these and 
other important matters that you in your wisdom 
Inay suggest, in a business way, and push them to

this account of the plan it proposes to adopt in 
operating its cars: - F 

The permanent way or track upon which the 
wheels of the cars runis one and ahaif inch cable, 
of steel wire rope, supported by posts not less 
than sixty feet apart, nearthe edge of the side- 
walk, about in line with the electric light or tele- 
phone poies, from which are suspended arms, 
thoroughly braced, on which arms are fastened 
bolsters to hold the said cable track; or should it 
be required that this cable track shall be so lo- 
cated that the cars running thereon shall 
pass along the center of the streets, this 
track cable will be supported by cross cables 
stretched from posts on each Side of the street, 
from which cross cables hangers of suitable shape 
and strength will depend to hold said track cable. 
Cars are suspended below the permanent cable 
described above by two wheels attached to 
strong iron bands which encircle 
the body of the cars, and trom 
six to eighteen inches above the surface of the 
ground, except when crossing railroads,ete. At- 
tached to each carare clutchesand brakes oper- 
ated by a system of levers to start and stop the 
cars at will. The car will be propelled as follows: 
On each side of and above the permanent cable 
track an endless steel wire traction 
cable will he driven at such 
rate of speed as desirable; this traction cable will 
be driven by drums around which it passes, 
the drums turned by a stationary engine. This 
cable, running in the form of a loop, will have 
each half moving in opposite directions, passing 
on properly adjusted pullies through the“dutches” 
attached to each car. Toestablish the system of 
lines contemplated there will be a central plant 
with 100 horse-power boiler andjengine ata cost of 
$35,006, sufficient to operate sixty cars on lines 
in ailferent quarters of the city. 

The system is theresult of successful experi- 
ence with the eable tramway system inaugurated 
in San srancisco in 1873,

The Strange Conduct of a South Carolina 
Officer—The Meeting of Richmond 
Superior Court. 


AvausTtaA, Ga., January &,—[(Special.}—A. N. 
Black, an attache of the asylum at olumbia, 8. C., 
arrived here with an escaped patient named Silas 
Brogden, who was put in the asylum from Edge- 
field, S.C. Black brought bis man to the station 


house, and put him up. 

He left him at the station house and went off to 
get him some supper. Late at night Black had 
not turned up and the police went to look for him. 
He was found in a restaurant drunk and asleep. 
When brought to the station house he was told 
to go to the jail, with some sharp comments on 
his conduct by the lieutenant in charge. Black 
put his man inacold room in the station house 
and left him there to freeze. The lunatic 
wus unable to help himself and 
had to £o without any supper 
while the man who had him in one took in the 
town with Jack Vandiver, one of the characters 
that policemen are quite tamiliar with. Chief of 
Police Hood wrote this morning reporting the 
matter to the keeper of the asylum. 

The Superior Court. 

The superior court of Richmond county con- 
vened this morning at 10 o’clock,jwith Judge H. 
C. Roney presiding. Judge Roney’s charge to the 
grand jury was clear and forcible. He recom- 
mended emphatically a new courthouse and 
police station. ‘This will be welcome 
news to Augusta people, as the 
present building is woefully inadequate for the 
strains that are putupon it.

There will bea very interesting case before 
the Georgia state railroad commission today. 

It comes up in the shape ofa petition from 
the lumber men of Georgia, amd wearsa fa- 
miliar face, for the case is by no means a new 
one. 

The case, as filed with the clerk of the rail- 
road commission, is written thus on the record 
book : 

“The Georgia Sawmill Association vs. Raili- 
roads.”’ 

Following are the chief claims set forth in 
the petition: 

1. A reduction on lumber freigbt over al!jthe rail- 
roads of the state. 

2. Cars for loading must be delivered within a 
rezsonabdle time, after they are ordered, and the 
time stipulated is seventy-two hours. 

3. When lumber cars are ordered, and coal) cars 
are sent by the rond toa sawmill, the railroad 
company must,pay the additional expemse in- 
curred in loading, the umber cars being easier to 
load, according to the claims of the sawmull 
association. f 

JUST AS ONE ROAD. 


The fourth claim in the petition is that the 
several routes of a syndicate should be treatad as 
one railroad as farasrilleage goes. This means 
that when hnmber must be taken over two roads, 
the rate must be reguiated the same as though the 
freight had gone over but one road the same 
qdistance. 

his is an issue that has more than once been 
before the ratiroad connvission, coming not only 
from the luimbermen, but from the merchants 
and general tradesmen as well. It is a bigs ques- 
tion, and willengage much of the attention of 
the conmmissioners at their meeting today atthe 
capitol. 

ft has already been decided in favor of the rail- 
reads by the commission that no reduction in 
lumber rates should be granted, and no reg- 
ulntion should be made in rates over two or 
more roads. The suit before the commissioners 
this morning will therefore cause all the more in- 
terest.

Church Fairs, Festivals and Suppers Handled 
Without Gloves—Ked-Hot Resolutions 
Against Sabbath Desecration. 


The Minister’s Evangelical Association is 
growing daily in strength and numbers. 

It includes in its membership the leading 
divines.of the Methodist, Baptist and Presby- 
terian denominations, and is an association, 
the purpose of which isto discuss the vital 
religious questions of the day and keep an eye 
on church work generally all over the city. 

Yesterday the association met at the First 
Methodist church. 

Rey. Dr. G. B. Strickler occupied the chair, 

The first thing done was the arranging of the 
week of prayer, beginning last night, at the 
First Presbyterian church, and continuing 
every night during the week, 

Then a call was distributed among all the 
ministers, asking that each and every one of 
them search out the non-church-goers fro 


| among his flock, so that proper measures Ina 


be brought te bear upon such individuals t 
induce them to attend religious services every 
Sunday at some church. 

The Issue of the Day. 

But the main issue of the dav was the discus- 
Sion of the question of holding church fairs, 
festivals, oyster suppers and so on for the pur- 
pose o1 religious revenue. 

There was to have been a paper read on the sub- 
ject, but the minister:to whom this task was as- 
signed was unable to attend the meeting. 

But the question was discussed in a very lively 
manner, nevertheless, and a majority of the mem- 
bers present joined in the debate. 

It was generally conceded by the ministers that 
the practice of holding these entertainments was 
pernicious, and that they were not in harmony 
with the spirit of true piety. 

Aiter the pros'and cons had been thoroughly 
discussed, the question was tabled until the next 
mectibe, 

Red-Hot Resolutions. 

Following immediately on the heels of this, 
‘Ame Some red-hot resolutions in regard to the 
rehearsal! of ‘The Dead Heart’ combination Sun- 
dap. evening, at DeGive’s. 

Dr. Hawthorne had cailed the 
meeting to the account of the rehearsal 
terday’s CONSTITUTION, 

Kev. Virgil Norcross moved that Dr. Hawthorne 
be asked to draw up resolutions in regard to the 
matter, and put them before the association. 

Dr. Hawthorne rehearsed the story, saying that 
an advertisement appeared in The Evening Jour- 
nal, calling for twenty women and forty men to 
inéet at DeCive’s opera house Sunday evening, to 
assist in the rehearsal of a theatrical company. 

tie said that the publishing of the advertise- 
ment was, in itself,an offense to the Christian 
poo of the community. And when this was fol- 
owed by the actual rehearsal, on the Lord’s day, 
the offense was far more serious. 

He hoped that Atlanta had not yet reached 
that point on the downward course when 
theatrical companies would be allowed to 
desecrate the Lord’s day with their performances. 
Hie thought that the people who are striving to 
uphold the old standard of virtue ought to pro- 
test against such a thing. 

Rev. Mr. Norcross then read the resolutions in- 
volving these ideas: 

Resolved, That we look upon the advertisement 
of the rehearsal of a theatrical company, on Jast 
Sunday, as an offense, and the actuai performance 
a far more serious offense, against the community, 
and that they deserve the strongest condemnation 
of all ood citizens. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted after 
a good deal of condemnatory sentiment had been 
expresscd by various members. 

The Sin of Sabbath-Breaking. 

Dr. McDonald arose and delivered a stirring 
speech against the sin of Sabbath-breaking gener- 
ally. 

lie moved that an article be prepared tor pub- 
lication calling attention to the growing preva- 
lence of Sabbath desecration. 

He was against the using of the Sabbath as a 
“spare day,” for hoiding society meetings, 
political meetings and lectures on worldly sub- 
jects. 

Hie even went beyond that and entered a protest 
against the holding of political meetings on the 
temperance or political questions, to win sym- 
pathy and support on the eve of an election of 
this kind. 

Vr. Hawthorne supported the resolution in 
everything but one item, that of temperance 
mectings, and made aringing speech advocating 
gospel temperance meetings at any and all times, 
whether in church, public hall, or even on the 
streets. 

Dr. JicDonald explained that be was a worker in 
gospel temperance meetings, but he deprecated 
holding politica) meetings based on a temperance- 
political contest. 

‘The resolution originally offered by Dr. McDon- 
ald was adopted, and Rev. Dr. Strickler was asked 
to prepare the article and submitit to the associa- 
tion, 80 that it could be published, 

The meeting then adjourned after one of the 
liveliest sessions that has been witnessed among 
the ministers for a long while.

THE ELECTRIC COMMITTEE. 

The committee reports: Amount appropri- 
ated to this department, $45,000; amount ex- 
pended $13,680.02, leaving balance of $1,320.98. 
The total volume of light furnished the city is 
383,110-candle power, which is an increase in the 
year of 31.518. There are in use 176 are lights and 
494 series lights of 65-candle poner each, these 
costing 83,736 a month. Twe are lights cost as 
much as five of the smaller size,and the committee 
recommends the generalusy of the smaller 
ones in all streets not lighted. As to charters for 
street railroads, a continuation of the policy of re- 
quiring roads to which street rights are granted 
to finish the work within a specified time. They 
call attention to the fact that there is nobody 
whose official duty it is tolook after lights, and 
recommend that in case any such person is ap- 
pointed, a man versed in electrical matters be 
chosen. 

THE CITY ENGINEER. 

The report of the city engineer shows that there 
have been laid during 1890, 4.5 miles of granite 
block, telford and rubble pavements, amounting 
to $149,254.74. Of this amount, the street railroad

THE CITY ATTORNEY. 

City Attorney Goodwin’s report, briefly sum- 
marized, shows that during the yar suits against 
the citv, amounting to $224,300, have been dis- 
posed of by Verdicts and settlements, these cost- 
ing $8,063.74. Of the cases tried verdicts amount- 
ing to £2,863.74, and the settlements, $5,200. He 
reviews the waterworks case, and says that the 
issue of bonds under the last election is legal. 
Pending litigation of note is discussed at some 
length. 

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Chief Joyner’s report is full and interesting. 
The department answered 225 alarms, forty-six 
more than in 1889. The increase in the work of 
the department is shown by the increase in the 
number of alarms, which were: In 1885, 105; 1886, 
142; 1887, 161; 1888, 157; 1889, 179; 1890, 225. A total 
for the period Chief Joyner has held the office of 
969. April showed the most alarms, thirty-seven; 
September the smallest number, eleven. Defec- 
tive fines have still a strong lead in the causes 
of alarms, being forty-seven. Carelessness is 
close with thirty-two, and unknown with thirty. 

Total 
insurance on property at risk, $1,551,565. Total 
damage on building, $41,944; on contents, $67,811; 
tota}]. $109,755. The largest fire was the Gholstin, 
Haas & Guthman fire, the loss being $65,552, or 
more than half the total lossfor the year.

Twelve new men were 
added during the year, making the total in the de- 

artment seventy. Only one man was discharged 

rom tue department during the year. The 
chiePpraises the city’s action in insurtg the 
lives of the men and hopes this will be continued. 
He urges the purchase of four new hose wagons 
at once as these are much better and safer than 
reels. He says the department should have proper 
headquarters; that the alarm telegraph system 
should be extended; and regrets that there is de- 
lay in the erection of new waterworks. The chief 
asks for $75,000 for 1891. 

THE AUDITOR AND RECORDER. 

The report of Judge E. ©. Kontz, auditor and 
recorder, made reference to the comptrotier’s 
office and pointed out the work it took trom the 
auditor. The police courtroom was condemned in 
the paper for several reasons. A bailiff 
for the police courtroom was demanded. 
The number of cases disposed of was discussed. 
The new law by which nuisance cases are taken 
to the police court was discussed. Two police 
courts were demanded. The report sug- 
vests that the mayor be author- 
ized to select one member of the general 
council to preside at police court sessions in the 
absence of the recorder. The recorder made sug- 
gestions as to eating houses, liquor licenses, costs 
in police court, catiie running at large, the 
stockade, sanitary arrangement and the proposed 
reformatory. It also suggested a chapel for the 
stockade. 

The Bids for Curbing Rejected. 

Five sealed bids for curbing were opened and 
read. They were by H. L. Collier, E. D. Jenkins, 
Albert E. Goode, John T. Broad and G. W. John- 
son. 

The lowest bid was 38 cents. They were all near 
together. After some discussion it was decided 
to reject these bids and advertise this time for 
one year’s work instead of three to five years as 
heretofore.

PRESIDENT LIVINGSTON DEFINES 
ITS POSITION AT FAYETIRVILLE. 


— 


He Tells Its Progress and Dangers — The 
Farmers Have the Whip Hand in 
Finance—Strife Dangerous. 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ga., January 5.—[Special.} 
The county alliance monthly meeung here 
today was the occasion of a visit from Presi- 
dent L. F. Livingston, of the state alliance. 
After the secret work had bden finished, 
the public was invited to hear an address from 
Colonel Livingston, who held the attention of 
the audience for an hour and a quarter. 

This speech,.being his ffrst elaborate public 
utterance since his election and the Ocala 
convention, delivered as it was by @ congress- 
man-elect, was heard witb special interest. 

He addressed the people at the courthouse 


substantially as follows: 

“By invitation of your representative, | am here 
to meet you, and it fs a pleasant duty, This order 
of ours is peculiar and has a peculiar history. It 
is young, and for its age, has been more harshly 
judged than any organization ever presented to 
the mind of man. We have heard a great deal 
said about the alliance that was unpleasant, and a 
ereat deal that was untrue. A great many 
prophesies have been made which we hope will 
not come true. 

“St seems to me that no outside man would dare 
lift his voice in censure or abuse when he remem- 
bers that this mstituion is born of necessity. Men 
have nurtured organizations for a purpose, and 
they liave always been failures; but a movement 
which rises out of necessity cannot be put down. 
There has been a great deal said about a third 

arty. I want to make this prophecy about that, 

Vhen the people are ripe for it, it will be born, 
and all the politicians can’t defeat it; but no one 
man or dozen of men can set up a political party 
and lead it to success. These a don’t grow 
that way. So you need not be afraid of a few men 
fixing a political party and carrying It to success. 
Take the old greenback party as an illustration. I 
could mention 1,000 instances. 

“These things must come into the world born of 
necessity, and when it so comes, all the politicians 
and parties can’t keep it down. 

“Was this the concoction of brains interested 
personally? If so, you, on the outside, can fight 
it down quick, but If it care from the people it 
can’t be beaten down. Luther and other men are 
given credit for the great religious reformation, 
but it came of necessity. ke 

“This order of ours must be judged byits princi- 
ples, as church creeds are judged by the Bible. If 
you ulliancemen have been so superficial as never 
to have examined the groundwork otf this order, I 
beg youtodoit. We must not build upon sand, 
If you have not studied the principles and been 
convinced that they were right, you may be swept 
out of the order, but the allianceman who is con- 
scientiously of opinion that these principles are 
right cannot be moved. 

“Look well to the platform. Is it right to educate 
the people? Idon’tthink any one will dispute 
that. Our platform says the people who granted 
franchises to transportation companies ought to 
control them. Is that right? 

“Then take the question of finance. Never be- 
fore has there been injected into a platform the 

rrinciple of flexible currency Which seems to 
have confounded .and dumfound the world. I 
am not surprised that some people are slow to ac- 
cept it, but many who ridiculed it a year ago are 
studying itnow. ‘Take Mr. Windom for instance. 
He said to Judge Stewart that the subtreasury 
semey was unconstitutional and impracticable. A 
ew days ago in his message, he said that this 
flexible principle must be incorporated in the cur- 
rency of the country. There he is,a convert. He 
says it in ambiguous phrases, because it is not 
very creditable for those great big fellows to learn 
from you hayseed people. I said twelve months 
ago that the time would come when no statesinan 
would dispute the fact that the principle of supply 
and demand applies to currency. I repeat it 
today. 


I don’t say all able minds concede it now; 
but they are coming to it. 
The Credit System Must Go. 

“There is a law that a cropper’s family is en- 
titled to a year’s support when he dies. The mer- 
chant has to take that risk, and their isn’t a mort- 
gage that can come in before the allowance of the 
court. The credit system is expensive to both 
buyer and seller. 

‘The allianee platform is this: Let the govern- 
ment put money in circulation to do the 
business of the country. We need not fuss 
about the basis ef the currency. We thought 
cotton was the best basis, but we won’t quarrel 
about it. There wasa great deal of fun made of 
that, but cotton is the only commodity that brings 
gold in the market, priced absolutely upon a gold 
basis in Liverpool. Some think real estate is the 
proper basis. My objection to that is that it does 
not give a permanent currency. If you issue too 
much or too little itis permanent, andthe evil 
continues. 

“My idea of a basis is whatever is made that isto 
be sold and eat and worn, which must be con- 
sumed—not diamonds, but absolute necessities. 

“That currency will be measured by those pro- 
ducts. Ifthe products are large the currency 
will be large, and if small the cur- 
rency will gbe — small. Don’t that fit? 
When you have 5,000,000 bales of cotton bringing 9 
cents, 1f 10,000,000 bales come to market, with 
no more money to buy, it will take the price down 
one-half, which will be 4% cents, independent of 
the demande If I brmng 100 bushels of potatoes 
and 100 men have $100 and are anxious to buy, I 
will get $iabushel. If only $50 is here to buy, I 
I will only get 60 cents a bushel; and if $25 is all 
the money on hand, | will get only 25 cents. 
The purchasing power of money mcreases with 
its scarcity. Nobody says 8,000,000 bales of cotton 
will be an eversupply. The best authorities in 
this country and Europe say it is not. 


Judge the Alliance by Its Fruits, 

“Tf a man comes to make a partnership with me, 
I investigate him first. The same rule should ap- 
ply to ourorder. Inquire first, the principle; then, 
what have these alliancemen been doing? Have 
they done anything to commend them to the 
world?’ I heard a man say today: ‘I amacropper, 
and | have been losing tii lately. I have three 
baies of cotton and enough corn to 
do me.’ He is sitting here now. 
If only twenty men had done that 
the results now and hereafter would be worth all 
your trouble, Instead of twenty men there are 
25,000; yes, 50,000 farmers in Georgia who will tell 
you they are better off on account of the alliance. 
The whole country is better off. You merchants 
aré benctited. You may not sellas many goods; 
but some of you have been selling too many. I 
know you are having better collections and doing 
we!l on what you sell,

AS SPECIAL MASTER. 


Mr. Carroll Payne Will Hear the Western 
and Atlantic Cases. 

Animportant appointment was annoanced in 
the United States court yesterday morning. 

It was thatof Mr. J. Carroll Payne as special 
master in chancery to hear and decide upon all 
matters in which the old Western and Atlantic 
company is interested. 

The facts concerning the appointment of Sen- 
ator Brown and Major Stahiman, as receivers of 
the old company, are pretty well known. 

Several days before the expiration of the lease 
between the state and the old lessees of the road, 
Mr. Julius Brown wént to New Orleans and ob- 
tained from Judge Pardee an order appointing 
Joseph E. Brown and E. B. Stahiman receivers 
for the road. The bill has broughtin the names 
of William T. Walters, of Baltimore; Henry B. 
Plant, of New York; Calvin 8. Brice, ot Ohio; W. 
G. Raoul and others against the railroad, and in 
the bill they aver that the contract with the state 
has expired, that there is a large amount of prop- 
erty and assets, and also a number of suits pend- 
ing for damages and on other grounds, 
and that, as the corporation is defunct, 
the best, simplest and cheapest plan to 
liquidate the affairs of the company will be a re- 
ce@ivere 

The prayer was granted, and as the bill was 
friendly in its nature all went well; but the fight 
will come up later, and the cause of it is this: 

There being @ large number of damage suits 
pending in the State courts againstj the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, some of the attorneys 
interested hadabill introduced in the present 
legislature for the purpose of prolonging the life 
of the moribund corporation. This bill went 
through, was duly signed and became a law be- 
fore the old lease expired, and the. corporation 
died. These litigants in the state court claim 
that under these circumstances they can go on in 
the state courts, try their cases and get their ver- 
dicts as usual. The receivers, on the other hand, 
claim that the life of a corporation cannot 
be prolonged against its will any more 
than can that of an individual who 
has made up his mind to die; that the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad Company expired on the 
27th of December, 1890, and not caring to go on in 
its corporate existence, the legislature cannot 
compel it to do 80, especially when its receivers, 
by the aid of the federal court, are prepared to 
have ail claims ascertained, the amounts deter- 
mined and the debts paid. | 

There are thirty or forty suits of various kinds, 
and the result will be that the questions involved 
will finally be determined in the United States cir- 
cuit court. There is a large fund—it may amount 
to several hundred thousand dollars—to § be 
gathered together into the registrar of the court, 
and the outlook is for considerable business for 
the court. 

Yesterday morning, as stated above, an order 
was granted appointing Mr. Carroll Payne the 
Special master to determine all these questions 
which may arise on interventions, which will be 
filed by the various parties interested in obtaining 
judgments agains: the receivers. 

And if the position taken by the receivers be cor- 
rect, Mr. Payne will have considerable work on 
his hands. Mr. Julius Brown, who is the standing 
master In chancey of the United States court, 
but who is disqualified in this case, agreed with 
Judge Pardee upon Mr, Payne as special- master. 

In this controversy, the position isone which 
promises to be not only very important, owing to 
the number and character of the questions which 
_— have to be passed upon, but also a very lucra- 

ive one.

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THEY KILLED WOMEN 


IN THE BATTLE AT WOUNDED KNEE 
‘LAST WEEK, 


And Colonel Forsyth Has Been Suspended 
from His Command—The Latest 
from the Frontier. 

WASHINGTON, January 5.—The report 
reoched here today, through an unofficial 
source, that Colonel Forsythe had been relieved 
from his command of troops at Pine Ridge. 
This report was confirmed at the war depart- 
ment today. The officials, however, show a de- 
cided disinclination to talk about the matter. 

Neither Secretary Proctor nor General 
Schofield is willing tosay very much ‘on the 
subject, although both practically admit that 
General Miles did not act entirely upon his 
own responsibility. Neither of them 
admit having ordered Forsythe’s  sus- 
pension from command, but both 
say General Miles probably acted 
Upon &@ suggestion from here.- As there is no- 
body here besides these two, who are in a posi- 
tion to suggest anything to General Miles, ex- 
cepting President Harrison, the conclusion is 
reached that Forsythe was suspended by the 
president pending an inquiry into the cireum- 


stances attending the fight at Wounded Knee,.. 


last week, in which so many iives were lost, 
both whites and Indians. 

General Schofield said that an investigation 
of the Wounded Knee fight is probably now 
being conducted by General Miles. The gen- 
eral management of the fight is also to be 
looked into, but the particular point in ques- 
tlon is the death of women and children. 

OMAHA GUARDS TO THE FRONT. 

A special dispatch from Rushville, Neb., 
says: Heavy cannonading has been going on 
north of here this morning, but no news of a bat- 
tle has yet been received. The Omaha Guards, 
who voluntered their services, have been 
ordered to hold themselves in readiness to 
move tothe front. ‘They are in fine form, 
and have a Gatling gun attached to their 
command. 

WHAT OFFICERS SAY. 

One ofticer remarked that “it is preposterous 
to say that it is necessary in an Indian skirmish 
to stop firing long enough to find out just what 
sort of an Indian you are shooting at. The 
women and men look very much alike 
in their blanket costumé, and the former 
are quite as fierce fighters as the men: A 
Sioux squaw is as bad an enemy as a buck at 
times. Little boys, too, can shoot quite as 
well as their fathers, and what a spectacle it 
would be for a soldier on seeing a ten-year-old 
pointing a loaded gun at him, with as trne an 
aim as the best marksmen in the army, to stop 
his advance andcry: ‘‘My son, you must drop 
that gun, for you are a minor and I am not 
allowed to hurt you.” 

NEWS FROM THE FRONT. 

OMAHA, Neb. January 5.—A Bee corre- 
spondent telegraphs as follows from Pine 
Ridge agency as to the situation here,considered 
in itsentirety. The indications that the great- 
est battle in history is almost at hand are in- 
creasing. The report of every scout adds new 
and strong support to these indications, that 
were only emphasized by the bloody 
affair on Wounded Knee. General Miies 
believes exactly this, and has _ said 
So in strong words; the small handful of In- 
dian employes here aflirmit. Before the ter- 
rific clash comes they want to try and rescue 
their relatives from the enemy’s camp, and are 
now interceding with the authorities for per- 
mission, at the risk of their lives, to make the 
attempt. These Indians in the government 
employ also express the hope that they can in- 
duce many of these who were friendly before 
the Wounded Knee battle and were remaining 
here according to instructions, also to come in 
and be saved from the certain annihilation 
a awaits them within the ranks of the hos- 
tiles. 
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DEATH OF EMMA ABBOTT. 
The Great Singer Dies of Pneumonia in 
Salt Lake City. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, January 5.—Emma Abbott, 
the great American prima donna, died at the Hotel 
Templeton, in this city, at 7 +40 o’clock this morn- 
ing of pneumonia. 

She was taken fll on Wednesday night, but per- 
sisted on going on the stage and singing her part 
in “Ernani,”’ notwithstanding her physicians ad- 
vised her not to. 

On New Year's Day she was taken alarm- 
ingly ill, and a conference of phy- 
Sicians were ordered. .From that time she has 
grown worse till this morning, when she died. 
The scence at her death bed was a pathetic one. 
The great singer was Conscious almost to the last 
moment, despite that opiates had been admin- 
istered her last words wera: 

“Tl am not afraid to die.”’ 

There were present at the bedside: Alice Elier- 
ton, Miss Nellie Franklin, Miss Vernon, Mr. Pru- 
ette, Mr. and Mrs. Michelena, Miss Annandale, of 
the company, Manager Pratt and wife, of 
hotel and Dr. Pinkerton. The body was embalmed 
and enclosed ina handsome casket and will go 
from here te Denver, thence to Chicago, and 
thence to Gloucester, Mass., where her husband 
is buried. : 

Her will provides for that disposition of her re- 
mains. 

Miss Abbott confidently expected to die, and 
told her physician on New Years Day that her 
next song would be sung in heaven. 

A singular coincidence connected with the af- 
fair is that she died on the anniversary of her 
husband’s death.

THE JURY 


COMES T0 A VERDICT 
AT LAST. 


A Sensational Case H as a Sensational Ending. 
A Lawyer and a Sheritf Under the 
Shadow of the Penitentiary. 


MACON, Ga., January 5.—[Special.]—The jury in 
the Hall conspiracy case rendered its verdict this 
afternoon, about 4:30 o’clock, having been shut 
up on the case since Saturday afternoon. 

This afternoon the jury asked Judge Speer to 
recharge them on corroborative evidence, and 
whether or not they were forced to believe the 
testimony that had been impeached. The cor- 
roborative evidence was based on this: The jury 
did not wish to believe the testimony of Lem 
Burch alone, but as it had been corroborated by 
the evidence of Clements and Bohannon,they were 
required to believe Burch and Clements. They 
had both confessed that they had taken part in 
the conspiracy to assassinate Forsyth. The un- 
impeached evidence to which the jury referred 
was that of Bohannon. 

Judge Specr charged that the ‘oe must accept 
the corroborative and unimpeached evidence. 

After receiving this charge the jury was only a 
few minutes in making a verdict, which was a 
compromise one. Some of the jury did not wish 
too weak a verdict, and some did not wish it too 
extreme. The following was the verdict: 

“I. A. Hall, Wright Lancaster and Charlie 
Clements were found guilty of murder and con- 
Spiracy, and recommended to imprisonment for 
life. John Lancaster and Lewis Kuight were 
found guilty of conspiracy.” 

They can be sentenced to pay fines from $1 to 
$5,000 and imprisonment from one year to ten, 
or simply. fine or imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. James Moore was found 
not guilty. Lem Burch, one of the chief —_-. 
ators and who confessed, was not arraigned on 
trial at all, and it issu »posed he will be given his 
liberty as the price of his confession,

But first—“The Dead Heart,” what is it. 
Story of the play is briefly told. 

Tho Story of the Play. 

In the prologue of the play the young Parisian 
sculptor, Robert Landry, living the lively life of 
Paris, loves with all bis heart the beautiful Cathe- 
rine Duval. ‘The persons of the drama are first 
seen in a pleasure garden. Itis the cafe of La 
Belle Jardiniere, where all is mirth and pleasant 
festivity, within sight of the towers of Notre 
Dame. [But first we make the acquaintance of the 
bad angel of this Paris epic—one Latour,-a@ gay 
baron, self-indulgent, eager to promote the im- 
moral license of his friemds; one who wields by 
court favor the fearful power of the lettre de 
cachet. His friend, the Count de St. Valery, loves 
Catherine Duval, and, having first paved the way 
with presents, attempts to carry her off 
by entering her chamber. Robert Landry sur- 
prises him in the act, and is himse!f surprised 
almost out of his faith in Catherine, the situation 
not being free from suspicion. Then enter the 
officers of tit law. Landry, tremulous with his 
doubts of Catherine, and frenzied by his causeless 
arrest, is borne off to the bastile. ., 

Eighteen years elapse—spent by» Robert Landry 

inthe misery and darkness of his squalid cell. 
Catherine and her noble lover have married, and 
and have a son,a bright young lad in his first 
dawn of manhood. Ere 178) the count dies, Cath- 
erine Duval, a sweet, grey-haired mother, still 
beautiful, is waiching with mueh anguish the 
roystering youth of her darling son, who, like his 
father, is cursed with the malign friendship of the

bad Latour. This is the situation when the first 
act of the actual play begins. 

It commences with the taking of the bastile. 
The great prison frowns its darkest, but its last 
day has come. Paris has risen. With ringing 
shouts the people enter the hastile to scour its 
corridors and dungeons for the victims of royal 
and aristocratic oppression. When prisoner after 
prisoner has been brought out, , tottering, ragged 
and blear-eyed, a figure nobler, more striking, 
but bearing, if possible, worse signs of suffering 
than any, is supported across the bridge and down 
to the center of the stage. Someof Landry’s old 
triends recognize him in this foriorn, long- 
bearded, peak-faced man. gazing, or trying to gaze 
(for the light nearly biinds him), vacantly into 
space. ‘The vitality of the worn, wan man is evi- 
dent enough; but his visage’ is marred, and his 
soulisin the suspense of an irresistible, over- 
mastering torpor. in the meshes of thoughts grad- 
ually shaping into weird remembrances as he sub- 
mits, scarcely conscious, to the questioning of 
his long-forgotten friends—dyring the slow, slow 
filing of the fetters that have rusted to his limbs, 
undisturbed for years and years—the prematurely 
old man faintly moves and stretches, asit were, 
the tardily-recovering faculties of his mind. “At 
Jong last” the strange figure does become self- 
responsible and seif-responsive. Is is the name of 
Catherine, pronounced by his old friend, the gruff 
Legrand, that really and completely awakes the 
bright and flashing mind that still inhabits this 
extraordinary tenement of wrecked and racked 
humanity. Almost with screams of freedom he 
rises and half stagers, half is carried away, from 
the first scene of his liberation, into the thicken- 
ing, crowding. embarrassing activities of his 
newly arisen life from the dead. 

In an interview between the polished baron 
and the sweet countess, the atidience learns the 
extent to which young St. Valery is living reck- 
lessly under the sinister auspices which ruined 
his father. 

The next scene is in the cafe, a sort of gambling 
house, where young St. Valery has been brought 
by the baron. Robert Landry.is also there, much 
changed since he came out of the bastile. The 
countess hovers anxious in the rear, and has her 
first interview with Landry since his liberation. 
He declares his heart to be dead. Only the 
memory of two names live in it—and live for 
vengeance—Latour and St. Valery. On the young 
count he means to wreak the vengeance which he 
swore against his father. Landry, his dead heart 
scarcely stirred within him, but quite inaccessible 
to pity, looks forward to the ruining of the young 
count by Latour, whois leadimg him through a 
course of folly, and the guillotining of them both 
as soon as they can be got within the clutches of 
the revolution. 

Five years more elapsed. Paris is changed 
somewhat. The wild beheading fury of 1794 is in 
full action. The mob is frivolous and blood- 
thirsty. Latour and his young vietim are both 
prisoners, and doomed. The Parisian canaille are 
assembled to jeer the condemned. Mother and 
gon have a touching interview. Next ascene 
of daring revel and pasquinading—so to speak—on 
the eve of death amongst the royalist prisoners, 
separately confined in a row of cells visible to the 
audience. And then approaches the beginning of 
tne end of Landry’s revenge. 

Robert Landry is now in a position of authority. 
He occupies a large roomin the Conciergerie. At 
the moment it 1s radiantly moonlit. He is writin 
atatable. He sends for Latour, who enters with 
lofty port, and they begin a dialogue in which the 
long-injured Landry forces upon his enemy the 
necessity of fighting him. But not before the 
infinitely base aristocrat has made an attempt 
to stab the revolutionary chief in the 
back. If he had = succeeded he could 
have escaped, for Laffdry has prepared and shown 
him his passport, to be accepted with the single 
condition of first meeting him in combat. They 
tight with sabres. It is a real and savage en- 
counter. Each thrustand parries well, and the 
fortune of the fray seems doubtful. But a skillful 
lunge of Landry ends it, and Latour falls. 

The poor mother, about, at seven that morning, 
to be bereaved of her son bythe most fearful 
death, has watched out in the coid all night. As 
the third and last act of the drama opens, she is 
disclosed sitting on the steps of the gruesome 
guillotine. Landry, who does not see her at first, 
soliloquises, haunted by the feeling that the wo- 
man he saw watching all night may have been 
Catherine. His dead heartis by no means dead. 
Catherine speaks to him. And now Landry learns 
that the villainy of his confinement was entirely 
Latour’s, and not attributable to the late count, 
who actually procured an order of reiease, and 
was informed by Latour that Landry 
was dead. One crowning appeal to the 
old love completes the conquest of Landry—the 
revival of his dead heart. ; 

In a Swift, silent moment, he resolves to save 
the boy, St. Valery. He assures the countess of 
his release as a crowd enters, admitted to sur- 
round the scaffold and witness the executions of 
morning. Allisnow nearly over, Landry is
